He did not hide himſelf from his 
own Fleſh, but was helpful ro Relations, as ſome of them 
have great reaſon to acknowledge. Hjs charity began at home , 
but it did not end there; for be did good to all ( according 
to his ppporraniies) though eſpecially to the Houſhold of Faith, 
He contidered the Poor, he ſtudied their condition; he de- 
viſed liberal things ;, he was full of holy Projetts, for the ad- 
vancement of the good of others, both Spiritual and Tempo- 
tal : which he purſued with ſuch irrefiſtible vigor, Zeal and 
attivity, that they ſeldom proved abortive. 

He was a man of extraordinary condeſcention to the infir-, 
ities of weaker Brethren, as they that arc moſt holy , and 
beſt acquainted with themſelves, are wont to be : inſtrutting 
thoſe that were contrary minded to meebneſs 5 If God perad- 
venture would give them vepentance to the achbnowledging 
the Truth : Reſtoring thoſe who were overtaken with a ſault, 
with .the Spirit of Meebneſs, So dealing with them in ſuch 
4 loving, ſweet, and humble way, as conſidering himſelf, 
teſt he alſo might be Tempted,. In their confeſſed failings , 
he was no way. ſupercilious, captious, and cenforious ; he 
would maintain a good opinon of another, upon a narrower 
foot-

footing than many others who ( to ſay no more) were no- 
thing ſtriter, holier, humbler, chan Himſelf would be.” 
His Charity Believed all things that were to be helioued, and * 
Hoped all things that were to be hoped. And when he deep-. 
ly condemned the Aﬀtion, he would not judge of the Eſtate: 
Indeed he had more Charity for others than himſelf z and 
though he were ſufficiently mild in his judgraent of others he 
was ſevere enough in his judgment of himſelf, | 

He was not Peremprory in matters that belong to doubtful 
Diſputations ; He laid no more weight and ſtreſs on Noti- 
ons, and Opinions in Religion, that wholly depend u 
Topical Arguments, than belongs to them. - He was nor like 
many who are (o over-confident 1n their degerminarions, that 
they will hardly hold communion ; nay, fcarce ſo much as - 
a rating converſation with any man Ch how gracious ſoever ) 
who cannor think, and ſay, and a& in every thing as they do. 
He would allow his Fellow-Members the Latitude that the A- 
poſtle doth ; and ſo would freely and familiarly converſe with 
thoſe who are ſound in the Faith, ( as to the fundaments of 
Religion) and who were ſtri& and holy in their Lives, of all 
Perſwaſijons. 

His Miniſterial Studies were more than uſually cafie to” 
him, being of a quick Conceit, a ready, ſtrong, and faith- 
ful Memory,' a free Expreſſion ( which was rather nervous 
and ſubſtantial, than ſoft and delicate ) and which was beſt 
of all, a holy Heart that boiled and bubled up with good 
matter. This furniſhed him on all occaſions, not with warm 
Aﬀe&ions only, bur with holy Notions roo. For his heart 
was an Epiſtle, written not with Ink, bat with the Spirit of 
the Living God :\And out of this Epiſtle he drew many ex- 
cellent things. In the courſe of his Miniſtry, he was a good 
Man, and in his heart a good Treaſure ; whence he was wont 
continually to bring forth good things, both in publick and 

rivate. 
, He was apt to Preach and Pray, moſt ready on all oc- 
caſions to lay out himſelf in ſuch Work, yea, ſpending him- 
ſelf in ſuch Work : When my ſudden Diſtemper ſeiſed up» 


. on me, pur him at any time ( as many times they did 
on very hore and ſuddain Preparations, he never fd; 


no, not ſo much as fluRuared mm the undertaking : Burt being 
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lvl, he confidently caſt himſelf upon the LOR D, and 

rſeRly ro his Aſſiſtance, who had never failed him j 

and fo he readily and freely went about his Work without 
diſtra&zon. : 

He began upon a very conſiderable ſtock of Learning, and 
Gifts Miniſterial and Perſonal, much beyond the proportion 
of his Years ; and grew exceedingly in his Abilities and 
Graces, in alittle time ; So that his profiting appeared to 
all Men. He waxed very rich in Heavenly Treaſure, by the 
Bleſſing of God on a diligent hand, ſo that he was behind 
in no good Gift. He found that precious Promiſe ſenſibly 
made good, To him that bath (for -uſe and good employ- 
roent ) ſhall be given, and be ſhall have abundance. He had 
no Talent forahe Napkin, bur all for Traffique, which he laid 
out ſo freely for his Maſters uſe, that in a little gime they 
mulciplyed (o faſt, that the Napkin could not hold them. 1 
heard a worthy Miniſter ſay of him once, (not without much 
admiration ) whence bath thu man theſe things? He under- 
ſtood whence he had them well cnough, and ſo did I, even 
from Above, whence every good and perfet Gift proceed- 
eth: God bleſſed him in all Spiricual Bleflings in Heavenly 
Things, and he returned all ro Heaven again : he ſerved God 
with all his might, and all his ſtrength z He was abundant in 


the Work of the Lord; He did not go, but run the ways of 


his Commandments: He made haſte and lingred not; He did 
ran, and w.1s not weary; be did walk, and was not faint. He 
preſſed hard towards the Mark, tl he attained it : his Race 
was ſhort and (ſwift, and his End glorious. 

He was INN infatiably greedy of the Converſion 
of Souls, wherein he had no ſmall ſucceſs 1n the rime of his 
Miniſtry : And torthis end, he poured out his very Heart in 
Prayer and in Preaching ; He imparted not the Goſpel only, out 
his own Soul. His Supplications, and hisExhortations, man 
rimes were (© affettionate, fo full of holy Zeal, Life, and Vi- 
- gor, that they quite overcame his Hearers : He melred over 
them, ſo that he thawed and mollified, and fomerimes dif- 
ſolved the hardeſt Hearts. Bur while he melted rhus, he wa- 
ſied, and ft laſt conſumed himſelf. 

He was not ſatisfied ro ſpend himſelf in Publique, but uſed 
@nſtancly ro go from Houſe ro Houſe, and there ro —__ 
ticularly 
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ficalarly ( where he had a tree Reception) both- with the 
Governours, and with the Children, and with the Servants 
of the Houſhold, inſtrufting them eſpecially in the great 
Fundamental neceſſary Truths of che Law? and of the Goſpel, 
whete he obſerved chem to be ignorant : Gently reproving 
them, where he found any thing amiſs among them. Exhort- 
ing chem to diligente, boch in their general and parcicular 
Callings: Entreating them who were defe&ive , by any 
meahs ro (&t up the Worſhip of Ged in their Houſes, and 20 
make them little Churches, by conſtant reading of rhe Scrip- 
tare, that ſo,che Word of Chriſt might deeply dwell among; 
and in them richly, by careful Catechiſing of the Children, 
and the Servants, if the Govetnours were able ;' by fre 
Meditations, Conferences, Repertitions of that which they 
had heard in Publique, eſpecially by daily- Prayer, Morning 
and Evening, that (o'they might avoid that dreadful indigna- 
tion which hangs over, and is ready to be poured out upon the 
Families that call not upoh God... He made the beſt inſpe&i- 
on that he could, into the ſtate of every particular Perſon, 
and ſo accordingly applyed himſelf tro check, to comfort, to 
encourage, as he found occafion. All which he did with fo 
much tenderneſs, humilicy,8 ſelf-demial,that they gained very 
much on the affe&ions, and reſpeRs of all that received him, 
and wrought them at leaſt to outward conformity; ſo that 
they who were not viſited in the beginning, at length came 
_ and called upon him to come to their Families and help 
them, 

Thus did he wear himſelf away, and gave Light and Heart 
to others : He uſually allowed himſelf roo little Sleep to re- 
cruit and to repair the Spirits which he waſted with waking; 
His manner was to riſe at four a Clock at the urmoſt, many 
times before, and that in the cold winter Mornings; that he 
might be wich Gad berime, and fo ger room for other ſtudies 
and imployments. His extraordinary warchings, conſtane 
care, excellive labours in the work of his Miniftry, publique 
2nd private, were generally apprehended to be the cauſe of, 
thoſe Diſtempers and Lecays, and at laſt of that ill Habir of 
Body, whereof in the end he died. hs 

He was the Graveſt, Scriteſt; moſt Serious, and comp>- 
ſed Young Man that I had ever yet the happitiels co be ac-

His Conſtitution. 


He had nc a more hail Complexion, than healthful Cons 
ſtirution, hugely fitted for the Employment in which he was 
ſo. ſucceſsful, viz, His miniſterial Labours and Studies. Inſo- 
much that he hath ofren been heard ro confeſs, that he knew 
not what an hours fickne(s or 7+ or rn wasfor thirry years 
and-upward, even until after his firſt Impriſonment,to which 
(as 1s elſe-where lnrimated) it may well be thought rhar he 
owed the firſt and fatal impairs of his healrhful vigour. Since 
which firſt decay, it may be affirmed that coftrariwiſe for 
ſome years together , . till the period of his life,he ſcarce knew 
what was an hours health. Moſt deplorable it is, that his great 
and even excefhve labours, and hard durance, ſhould 
been prodigal of that ſtrength which might perchance have 
been hitherro employed to the moſt noble purpoſes. But alas,

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But to proceed ro ſome of his excellent Properties. His 
Gravity appeared ro be true and genuine, (as not affefted or 
moroſe, not through any inability, but unwillingneſs to preſs 
his Wir to the ſervice of Vanity) reſulcing from a mind ever 
in the awe of God, Becauſe his preſence and Deporrment 
ſtruck ſuch an awe even on all with whom he converſed,and 

ſed them to a true Decorum. So that as Reverend 
Mr. Bo/ton, when walking in the Streers,was ſo much cloathed 
wich Majeſty, as by the notice of his coming in theſe Wordyy 
Here comes My. Bolton, as it were to charm them into ordes 
when vain or doing amis ; fo this moſt grave Divine Mere- 
ſever he came, was as a walking Ghoſt, by his preſence con- 
juring them into a grave deportment, - his counteriance ever 
pointing at his awful Soul.

This his great Gravity was not only Univerſally diſcerned

municative innocent and obliging were all his Converſe, 
that he commanded the .imitation and admiration of hi 
Friends, and forc'd this acknowledgment from his Adverk 
ries, both Prophane, Atheiſtical, and Se&arian, 7, Tha 
there were ever a g70d Man among them, (meaning the 
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Nonconformiſts) Mr. Allein was he. R 
G His Charity. by 
Communicative I ſay he was, both of Spiritual, and 1 
Temporal good things together, according ro, and evenbe 
yond his Power, (as it is elſe-where abundantly aſcertained) ye, 


both when he heard the loud Complaints of fome, and whe 
- he liſtened to the ſilent Suirs of cthers, 2iz, ſome modeſt an{ 
tmdigent Houſe-keepers, who only ſpake by their real need 
© and entered rheir Suits at the Eyes of an inquiſitive Almone;, 
more than at his Ears. Of the good rhings pertaining to thi 
Life he was oftgh liberal beyond his meaſure, and of thak 
retaining to aworher Life, often beyond his ſtrength ; yo 
its Conſtellation of his Charity and Alms-deeds, he 
the one more Profitable, and the uther more Acceptable ; the 
one the greater,and the other the happier, and more ſucceſs 
ful ; and by this ConjunRion alſo,he approved himſelf more 
perfe& before God, the more throughly furniſhed ro ever 
good Word and Work.

His Protation or manner of Speech was Free, Eloquent,

Secondly, His Studies and Learning, 


As reſpeRs his Studies, he had a ſtrong inclination to, and. 
delight in the Study of the Natural and Ethnick Theologit , 
w which he proceeded to a great acquaintanc with the 
chief Sets of the Philoſophers, eſpecially the — 
and Stoicks, of his inſight inro whom, he made fingular uſe, 
by gathering their choiceſt Flowers to adorn Chriſtianity 
withal : and inderd, ſcarce did he Preach a Sermon, where 
1n he did not Sele& ſome excellent Paſſage or other out of 
theſe, whereby to illuſtrate and fortifie his Diſcourſe, And 
how well becoming a Divine, and moſt laudable this his In- 
clination. and Choice was, is moſt manifeſt to conſidering 
Men ; for hereby he more confirmed himſelf in the Chriſtian 
ry ap pts he had eſpouſed with ſa much Judgment and 
Zeal )by a diſtin and certain x —__ the higheſt by 
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eiples and Hopes of the —_ Religions, and by a ſqbe 
ring of - that with theſe. He alſo much delighted in 4.' 
natomy,in which he acquired a conſiderable $kill, which al 
he nota hittle improved by frequeat Diſſe&ions. And in his 
publick Miniſtry,he often made uſe of this his infighr,by com- 
poſing, with Galen, Hymns to the Creator, whoſe infinite 
Wiſdom he was often heard to admire, in the contriyance 
Mans outward frame,and in the rare contexture,dependaner 
and uſe ofall,even the minuteſt parrs,in the excellent Fabric 
of Mans Body, As to his skill 1n the Languages, it was not 
conremprible, eſpecially in thoſe three which ( as Ludovicw 
Vives ſauth ) Chriſt Gan&ified upon the Crols, 


Thirdly, His Moderation and Humility. 


He managed his diſſent -in Jidgment from qrthers with 
reat Charity, Humility, and Moderation, moſt ſtriftly ob- 
rving what he ſtill exhorted his Flock unta, viz. To ſped 
evil of no man, much leſs of Digniries. Infomuch chat when 
hrs Judgement was at any time deſired concerning any Set- 
* mon which he had heard, and any Miniſter, ( Conformiſt,or 
Non-conformiſt) though weak and mean, he would yer ever 
find matrer of Commendaticn, none of Diſpraiſe, judging 
che Miniſter and his Diſcourſe, at ſeaſt, to be honeſt,and 
good intent. He abhorred to intrench onthe Divine Prero- 
ative, 1n judging of Mens States before the Time; and in 
eondemning Mens A&ions at all advenrures , without conf- 
dering their leſſening or altering Circumſtances. And as he 
hked ro judge no man beyond his Sphere, and ſpeak evild 
no Man; ſojn his Life did he reap as great and viſible Re- 
ward as any for this moſt Chriſtian Pratice z for the Tongues 
even of all did pay tribure to his good Name ; which was4 
thing ſoentire and ſacred, that ſcarce a Kabheba or Shimti 
eould find a paſſage by which to invade it. His good Name

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Fourthly, His Praftice as to Church-Communion. . His 
Judgement as to Obedience to Authority. bp: 


As reſpe&s his Praftice,and moderate Opinion in point of 
Church-Commuion, and his Judgement 1n point of Obedi- 
ence to the Supream Pawer,together with his great regard to, 
and carnoſt inſiſting on Second-Table Duries, mach iy be 
faid to his worthy praiſe. He as frequently attended” on the 
Publick worſhip,as his opportunines and ſirengrh petwitted, 
and often detlared his very good Iiking of ſpme Sermons , 
which he heard from the preſent Incumbent. He did not ac- 
count that nane could worſhip God aright, unleſs jn all Inz 
ſtances, and fmajler Circumſtahces of Worſhip, they wtiolly 
accorded with his Apprehenfions ; Bur with the Divine Apo- 
ſtole he had learnt to ſay, Notwithſtanding evry - way, whe- 
ther in- Pretence or in Truth, Chriſt is preached, and 1 thevein 
«do rejoyce, 'yta, and will rejoyce. He knew of how great mo- 
ment it was,that the Publick worſhip of God ſhould be main- 
tained, and that irs Aſſemblies ſhould. not be relinquiſtied , 
rhough ſome of its Adminiſtrations did not clearly approve 
themſelves unto him, becauſe upon rhe account of ſome Tma- 
perfe&ions and Pollutions in thera, ſuppoſed or rea}, to with- 
draw Communion, is evidently to _— our ſelves joyned 
before our Time to the Heavenly Aﬀembly z or to have 
found ſuch an one here on Earth, exempt from all mixtures 
and imperfe&ions of Worſhippers and Worſhip, He aban- 
doned not all Forms, but their formal uſe ; neither thoſe in 
Parricular, publickly Eſtabliſhed, (through a fond prejudice 
or roars oe may be affirmed of too many,) hut 
heard mucl: to commend that Form of Thankſgiving,borh 
Excellent and Antient, viz, the Te Deum, and particularly. 
thar Sentence in it, The noble Army of Martyrs praiſe thee ; 
which he was wont to mention with a certain Exultation. So 
woderare and calm he was in his Judgement, that when the.

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| World ) but tobe ignorant. Sometimes, of the "orher Sex 
five or tix young Gentlewomen, who were under his Wifes 
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Tuition, (and fo his Domeſtick over-ſight) keprtheir turns, 
of whom ſhe had not a few; and thoſe the Daughters of 
Gentlemen of good Rank far and near, whoſe laudable emu- 
lation, and love to their Father (as they ſtiled hins) and ro 
the Work, was the cauſe why they were not fo over-baſhful 
as to decline ſo advantageous a courſe ; by which, together 
with domeſtick Inſtrutions and Example, even all received 
a tinture of Piety and Religion, and many a through Im- 

jon : Beſides theſe, ſeveral Virgins alſo, and among theſe 
the Daughters of ſeme of the chief Magiſtrates in the Town 
did keep their turns. In this his courſe he drew out on the 
ſhorr Anſwers in the Aſſemblies Catechiſm, an excellent Dif- 


courſe on all the points of the Chriſtian. Theo/agy, which he

Neither did his Catechiſtical Labours reſt here, bur alf6 
on Thurſdays in the Afternoon ( as I remember ) he Cate- 
chiſed in the Church, Street by Street, whole Families: 
excepting the Married-or more Aged; in order : Which Exz 
erciſe (1 ſuppoſe) he deſigned as 24 yg to his Lord's- 
Days Work. Beſides this, on Saturdays in the Morning, the 
Carechiſed the Free-Scheol of thar place, inſtrufting them 
Wa the Points of Chriftian Do&rine, and excellently explain- 
ing the Anſwers in the Aſſemblies Catechiſm, diſcovetmg a 
Mine of Knowledge in them, and in himſelf.

ever his Work, was ta him, not only an AR of the greateſt | 
Sel denyal, bur alſo the reſult of a ſtrong contli& ., within, 


*ewixt his Indignation at the Sin, and Compatiion on the Sin- 

mer. And yet the conſideration of the difficulry was nor tq 
him an Argument toforbear, but rather a ſtronger Motive to 
rtake it; whoever delighted to converſe 1n, and con- 
quer the difficulries of Ghriſtiamry, both 1n doing and ſuffer. 
wg. Small difficulties here were not his match, and there 
were no noble Archievements in Religion, to which he at- 
tamed nor, or vigorouſly aſpired.

worthy Sir, 
Owe you a Letter, and more than a Letter, for your par- 
ricular reſpe&s to me, your brotherly ſympathy , your 
mulriplied and earneſt prayers, your rendernels of my health, 
your welcome Jewel in M. Kuths Letter , from which I rruſt 
my foul and others may reap no ſmall benefir, Much more 
do I owe you for your common reſpetts to the people of 
my deſires ; and nor only ro them, but to the whole Church 
of God ; and in all whoſe concernments, I ſce, you are con- 
cerned. Your indefatigable labours with us, we do with 
all thankfulneſs accept, as the undoubred evidence of your 
reat love : For all which - may he requite you, who will 
ſhortly ſay, Inaſmurh as thou didſt it unto the leaſt of theſe my 

Brethren, thou did(t it unto me. 
" It was bur a little after my releaſe from my own confine- 
ment, but I heard of yours; and now write to you, as one 
that hath taken a higher degree than ever, and more truly 
honourable, being commenced P:jConer of Chriſt.

Sir, 
His Letter cometh to you, like the men of Macedonia to 
Paul, crying to you,Come and help us. Oh how inſuffict. 
ent do we find our ſelves for the praiſes of God ! whar 
reaſon have we to call upon our ſelves, and to call uponall our 
Friends ! and yet we foreſee that all will be roo lirtle a a+ 
crifice at laſt, and roo ſlender a return to the moſt High God. 
God, who hath made us ſuch wonders of Mercy, and ſuch 
ſignal inſtances of his Divine Power and rich Grace. You 
are not ignorant of our Eſtate, how the Sentence of death 
had paſſed upon us; how our fleſh and our hearts failed, 
and friends and Phyſicians gave up their hopes : but God, 
that raiſed the Dead, was pleaſed to make us the Monuments 
of his wondrous mercy. O that the ſame God would make 
us the ſpecial inſtruments of his praiſe and glory. Of 2 
Truth Sir, we perceive our hearts are toolittle, our Ton- 
Bues are too ſhort, our expreſſions are too low, either to 
Fonceipe or utter what we owe to the great God. O help!

It's that we are very apt to couzen and delude our 
ſelves about,' whengwe are on a rherry pin, and flouriſh in 
2a proſperous eſtate, * it -is our manner to conclude that we 
ſhall never have 4 ſtorm again, and that this happy time will 
never end... And ſo we run upon a double: inconvenience, 
we grow remiſs in making preparations for a time cf ſorrow, 
and when it comes upon us unexpeRed 1t curs the deeper, 
2nd difquiers us the more. ''How often ſhall you heae it from 
the mouths of ſome, when any heavy Croſs befals them, ' alas 
they never dream'd of this, they never look'd to ſee this 
doleful day :- the weaker and 'uriwiſer they.

And that you may 
aint either in the ſenſe and feeling, or 1n the apprebenſron and ex- 
peitation of them, I ſhall drop down a few Cordials. 

' I» The times of tears and ſorrow, art better for us than the 
times FP and laughter. And hence faith Solomoy, in the 
fore-alledged Scriptures, Fccleſe 7. 2. 1t is better to- go to the 
houſe of mqurning, than to the bouſe of feaſting. Ir 1s not a more 


pleaſing good, but it 15a more profitable good z though it be not - 


more delightſul, yet it 1s more beneficial to be where therg are 
rears and lamentations, than ro be where there is nothing elſe 
. butlaughter. And that upon rheſe two Accounts. . 

1. Times of grief and tears, prepare Jon c2266 They fir 
us for the work of holineſs upon our ſouls. They ſettle. us, 
and fix us, and make us capable of goo 1mprefſions. - When 
there is nothing elſe bur mirth, we have light and frothy 
ſpirits, our fancies rove, our thoughts and our imaginations 
wander : But when the Lord preſenteth nothing elſe before 
our eyes but tears and lamentations, this calleth home our 


thoughts, Ir renders us unto our ſelves, and makes us fit - a) 


for holy motions, We ſee it by experience, that the very 
men, who when they are on the merry Pin, are ſenſleſs and 
incapable of any good, they have ſuch vaigand fooliſh hearts : 


when they are bruught into a melting frame, then they are _ 


mild and tame as Lambs, then they are pliable and flexible, 
and traable, ſo that a little child may lead them. If you viſit 
them, if you counſel and adviſe them for their good, then you 
ſhall have their cars and hearrs too. 4 
2, And as the times of grief and tears prepare for grace 
ſo they increaſe and further grace, Grace will ſpring a 
row the more for ſuch ſhowers as theſe are. It proſpers 
r 1n a moiſt and watered than in a dry and barren toyl. 
And if you ſearch the ſacred Story, you will find the greateſt 
weepers to have been the greateſt Saints. As David, Peter, 
yea, our Saviour Chriſt himſelf. Indeed this ptetry Sced 
delights to have ſuch dews as theſe ; the Seed of Prayet, of 
Repentanc?; yea, that Inumortal Seed, the Word of ood. 
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Soth beſt when it is ſown in tears; When we yepent in tears, 
our hearts relent and melt moſt. When we preach and pray in 

. tears, we move our ſelves and others malt ; —— $3 vis me for, 
folendum oft Primymipſe tibi. FThis Seed when it 1s watered thus 
ſpring up the faſter, and bringeth forth the more plentiful in- 
creaſe.

Reaſ. 1. Sometimes we are very ſubjet ro miſplace our 

grief, becauſe ow underſtanding is miſled. We do nor gudge 
aright of that, which is indeed the only, or the greareſt 
cauſe of trouble. Some apprehend their Tears are fitter to 
be ſpent on thetr 4{/F#ons, than their ſins: They ſee no 
great hurt in fin, but they feel much in affiiftion; AMidti- 
on is a grievous thing ro them ; but corruption is nor ſo. 
There is a principle 19 Nature which makes a man averſe 
from penal evil, but there js none at all, that maketh him 
averſe from ſivfu! evil : ſo thata man needs nothing elſe but

table; And hence they weep - for their affliftions and will 
not he confforred ; while they have nota tear to {j u 
their ſinsz and this in probability was 1ſraels caſe, Jer. 30. 
15. They were extreamly troubled at the muſeries 
were upon them, but they were little troubled at their fins; 
They cry'd becauſe of their Aﬀtiftions; they did not only 
figh and mourn and grieve and weep, but more than fo, they 
cry'd aloud ; which ſhews extremity of ſorrow : Bur we heat 
norhing of any ſorrow for their fins. And therefore God comes 
in and interrupts them, why what's the matrer with you, can 
you tell why you take on 1n this faſhiqn ? why me thou for thing 
affliftion ? thy ſorrow us incurable, for the multituae of thine Tui» 
quitits : becauſe thy ſims art increaſed. 

And fo for penal evils, they miſtake there too; They think 
that Temporal Judgements, are greater and heavier than Spiritual 
Tudgements : They take the bodily plague ro be worſe than the 
plagut of the beart : a famine of Corn, than the ſamine of the word ; 
and ſo they grieve more for the one, than for the other ; and 
. they had rather loſe their Saviour, than their Hogs : That s 
che. firſt reaſon then, why we miſplace aar grief, Becauſe our 
underſtanding is mifled. 

2. The ſecond'is, Becauſe our Aﬀetiion is miſled, T mean 
our love; for love 1s the conmnander of our other paſſions : It 
Is the firit and great wheel of the ſoul, that carries all the reſt 
about, and governs them as it pleaſeth. Love 1s the ſtrongeſt of 
the paſſions and affeions,and therefore all the reſt yield ro it, 
and are greatly ſway'd by it : And by this means 1t comes to 
paſs, that if we miſplace out Love, we are in danger to miſplace 
our Sorrow : For we ſhall ſurely grieve for thar moſt, which 
we love beſt, whether ir be beſt or not. Oh what a deal of vain 
unneceſſary forrow, do RC themſelves into, = 
applying this af-&ion ! Their love is ſetled where it ſhouls 
ot be, or it is ſtronger than ir onghr ro he, ro ſuch a fri 
to ſuch a comfort, to ſuch a relation, and wherithey find a dif- 
appointment by the removal, -or the change of that whicty 
they have ſet their hearts too much updn, their grief is inns 2 
rable to their love.
